Institutional Support for Kurdish University 


In February of 2000, I had the opportunity to visit Kurdish, Northern Iraq as the 
guest of the President of the University of Suleimani. The purpose of the visit was to 
explore possibilities for initiating a relationship of mutual support between the University 
of Suleimani and the University of Toronto. Upon return, I wrote to Minister Axworthy 
to convey my observations and also asked his office if there might be a source of support 
for putting a somewhat more effective institutional development programme in place. 

In his letter of May 3, 2000 which he copied to you, he indicated that you would 
be better placed to advise us on this issue. 


Iam pleased to enclose: a) the copy of my original letter to Minister Axworthy, b) 
a copy of the memo from Kurdistan Minister of Cooperation, Mr. Kemal Fuad, c) the 


report from the February elections and d)the draft of the exchange agreement that we are 
moving forward. 

As you may appreciate, Kurdish Northern Iraq is a most difficult region, but one 
which for the past three years has begun a most remarkable renaissance. ltis a case 
where modest support can strengthen the capacity of Kurdish civil society to overcome 
scores of years of war and dispair. At this point in time, this is a success story which 
needs support to be sustained as the political conditions shift in Iraq in the coming years. 
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We would like your advice оп how best to proceed and with whom we might most 
usefully discuss possible follow-up.

Thank you for your most interesting and informative letter of 
March 6, 2000, concerning the University of Toronto's plans to work with the University 
of Suleimani in Northern Iraq. 


The situation of the Kurds and the other minority groups in Northern Iraq 
remains an issue of concern for Canada, and we are working with the United Nations to 
ensure that the humanitarian programs designed to help the people of the North continue. 
Your insights into the education system in the North were very interesting, and I have 
passed a copy of your letter to the Middle East Division. I would be grateful if you could 
meet in person or talk on the telephone with departmental officials to share further your 
insights. You can call Mr. Jeff McLaren, the Iraq desk officer, at (613) 944-7029. I have 
also forwarded, as requested, a copy of your letter, and that of Minister Fuad, to 
Ambassador Robert Fowler, Canada's Permanent Representative to the UN. 


Your project to assist the University of Suleimani looks like an interesting 
venture. Unfortunately, the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade does 
not have funds available to provide this kind of assistance. I will forward your letter to 
my colleague the Honourable Maria Minna, Minister Responsible for the 
Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA), as CIDA may have a program to 
provide this kind of assistance. 
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Concerning your Memorandum of Understanding with the 

University of Suleimani, the assistance you wish to provide can, in most instances, be 
provided within the restrictions of UN Security Council sanctions. I would recommend 
that you contact the Department's legal advisor on Iraq sanctions, Mr. Douglas Forsythe 


at (613) 992-9553. He will be able to assist you in dealing with the restrictions imposed 
by the sanctions.

Canada also co-sponsors human rights resolutions оп Iraq at the 
UN Commission on Human Rights in an effort to bring about the end of the Iraqi 
regime's repression of its own people.

Iraqi Kurdistan and the University of Suleimani 


| have just returned from a visit to Iraqi Kurdistan at the invitation of the President 
of the University of Suleimani. Dr. Kamal Khoshnow. The purpose of my visit was to 
explore how the University of Toronto in cooperation with a number of other universities 
elsewhere in the world such as the University of Stockholm could provide support to the 
recently re-established University of Suleimani. In some 30 years of international 
development work. this was one of the most significant experiences that I have had. 

While there I had the opportunity to meet with a number of influential Kurdish leaders 
including Hon. Jamal Talabani. President of the PUK and Hon. Jamal Fuad. Minister of 
Humanitarian Affairs and International Cooperation as well as senior leadership in the 
university. key persons in the UN operations in the region and NGO personnel. 

The purpose of this letter is wto transmit a memo trom Minister Fuad for your 
information: b)to share some of my impressions as a Canadian with long international 
development experience c)to ask for your help in gaining support for a quite special kind 
of peace-building university-to-uni versity project and d) to ask that the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade pay special attention to this part of the world in the 
immediate future as new arrangements with Iraq are under development. 

After seeing some of the quite remarkable achievements in re-building Kurdish 
civil society in the wake of so many vears of violence and struggle. | asked Mr. Fuad to 
provide а note on their political concerns that | could send to you and through you to our 
Ambassador to the Security Council atthe United Nations where so much of the life in 
Northern Iraq is controlled. There are a number of outstanding Canadians working in this 
part of Kurdistan including Randy Kerel. ex-Canadian Forces Engineer now working with 


UN Mine Operations under the auspices of the United Nations. but generally Canadian 
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Shi : Зэ icy partners such as 
visibility is much lower than a number of our traditional foreign policy partner? 


Sweden. Norway. U.K. or Australia. 

| do not need to explain the history of conflict which has swirled around the 
Kurdish people and those located in Northern Iraq in particular. You and your specialists { 
will know that according to UN MINEOPS there are some 24 million land mines still in 
the ground and that they are being removed currently at the rate of 1.200 per month. 0 
Randy Kerel told us that there were "incidents" quite literally every day which resulted In < 
injury or loss of lite. You would know as well that this 1s a region where 4.000 of the 
previously existing 5.000 villages were razed to the ground in 1988 during the Iraqi 
ANFAL campaign and some 200.000 men taken away to their death. You would also 
know that in the mid-1990's the PUK and KDP themselves struggled over control and 
power in Iraqi Kurdistan. The main impact of the many years of military contlict and 
political struggle has been death to civilians and the weakening of Kurdish civil societv. 

What I was unprepared for however was the way in which in the past three to four 
years that civil society is being reborn and reinvigorated in this part of Kurdistan. Ina 
region which has no direct postal services. banking services or easy telecommunications. | 
found an impressive intellectual and cultural reality. There are some 52 Kurdish language 
magazines and journals published in Suleimani ranging from children's magazines to 
journals of translation of international scientific findings. There are some |2 newspapers. 
many political parties, radio and television production both local and global via satellite. 
The Kurdish Save-the-Children foundation has a track record of village reconstruction and 
health and disabled persons centre building that appears to be of the absolute first rate by 
international NGO-UN standards. The reporung. results and speed of development is all 
the more remarkable given the difficulties of the context. 

But perhaps the most promising development from the point of view of the 
development of a modern democratic civil society is the re-emergence of the University of 
Suleimani. The University was created in 1968. It developed slowly until 1981 when 
Baghdad closed the university and moved its faculty to Erbil changing its name to the 
University of Salahadden. In 1991. the time of the Kurdish "up-rising" and the 
establishment of regional Kurdish autonomy. the Kurdistan National Assembly agreed to 
re-open the University of Suleimani. During the intervening years the physical plant of the 
University was used by the Iraqi authorities as a military and security training facility. 

The University of Suleimani which I found in February of 2000 is a thriving and 
exciting institution with about 4.000 students studying in 12 different colleges. What is 
also out of the usual for the region is that roughly 50 of the students are women. There are 
190 members of academic staff. Among the senior leadership are academics who have 
been trained at good universities in the region as well as universities in Europe and North 
America. And Mr. Axworthy. for someone like yourself with university experience you 
would appreciate that different universities around the world (or a nation) may have very 
different "feels". We are all familiar with the experience of being taken around a 
university by the President or another senior staff member and having students and faculty 
seemingly “come to attention" as one walks by. The atmosphere of the University of 
Suleimani is not that at all. There is û healthy buzz о! animated students and а democratic 
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pirit of give and take that felt very similar to that which I find in better programmes 
everywhere. 2 


| | was very Impressed with the approach which Dr. Kamal Khoshnow. the President 
and his team are taking to make connections and build a democratic spirit which bodes 
very well for new leadership in the community once university is finished. The needs 
which the University has for contacts, books. exchanges, partnerships. graduate 
supervisions and all the instruments of higher education development cannot be 
exaggerated. Since 1991 there has been a virtual intel 


lectual embargo on the University of 
Suleimani. The library is in dire need of 


books. Travel in and out of the region is so very 
difficult. The UN Food-for-Oil funds appear not to be useable for educational purposes 
which seems surprising and even then the specificities of such negotiating in the UN 
Committee 661 means Baghad has the main say in what gets funded and what does not. 

We have established a University of Toronto- University of Suleimani Partnership 
Committee with the goals of pursuing a set of activities spelled out in our dratt 
memorandum of understanding (enclosed). 

Mr. Axworthy. I have written to you only when I am convinced that there are 
issues in which you would be interested where with modest Canadian efforts could support 
positive developments already underway. | have written most often about issues which 
effect the international scene of adult learning and global citizenship. What I found in this 
part of Kurdistan is a quite precious seed of democratic life which deserves Canadian 
suppert. 1 would appreciate it if your otfice might do the following: 

|. Send a copy of this letter and the letter of Minister Fuad to our Ambassador to 
the UN Security Council with the information that Mr. Fuad will be visiting him in New 
York and would like to meet with him personally in time: 

2. Share this letter with vour colleagues in DFAIT concerned with Iraqi and 
Kurdistan developments:

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Turkish police detain 100 over Kurdish-language demo 


ANKARA, Jan 20 (AFP) Police in Istanbul rounded up around 100 
people who were planning to hold a demonstration on Sunday to have the 
Kurdish language taught in highschools, the Anatolia news agency 
reported. 

Acting on a tip-off that a demonstration was going to be held in front of a 
mosque in the Eminonu district on the city's European side, dozens of 
officers deployed in the area, backed up with police dogs and armoured 
vehicles, the report said. 


Police arrested some 20 people who had gathered in the area, while some 
80 other people suspected of planning to attend the protest were taken 
into custody at police check-points in other parts of the city, it added. 


The protest comes as part of a recent campaign to have Kurdish language 
education introduced in universities and schools -- something which is 
currently banned under Turkey's constitution. 


The campaign initially started in Istanbul universities in November where 
hundreds of Kurdish students signed petitions to have Kurdish taught, and 
then spread to universities across the country. 


It has recently spilled to highschools, where parents have submitted 
similar petitions to the education ministry. 


Turkish authorities view the campaign as a sign of Kurdish separatism 
and claim that the Kurdistan Workers Party (PKK), which waged a 15- 
year campaign for Kurdish self-rule in southeast Turkey, was behind the 
movement. 


According to Turkey's main pro-Kurdish party, the People's Democracy 
Party (HADEP), more than 5,000 people -- among them university 
students, parents and HADEP members -- have been detained in a police 
crackdown on campaigners. 


The Kurdish language has been legally banned in Turkey for a long time, 
even though authorities have long tolerated a series of magazines and 
music cassettes in Kurdish. 


Last year, the Turkish parliament approved a constitutional amendment 
which paves the way for the country's Kurds to broadcast and publish 
material in their mother tongue.

Film on Turkish-Kurdish language divide is a hit in Turkey

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) - Hejar, a 5-year old Kurdish girl, escapes a 
bloody police raid on a relative's home and ends up under the protection 
of a 75-year-old retired Turkish judge. 


The girl cannot speak Turkish, and the authoritarian judge objects to the 
use of Kurdish in his house. 


Partly sponsored by the government, the movie about their tense 
relationship and the old man's gradual questioning of Turkey's strict one- 
language policy has won over moviegoers here. "Big Man, Small Love" 
reflects a more relaxed attitude toward Kurdish language and cultural 
expression, and is Turkey's selection to compete for the foreign-film 
category of the Oscars. 


The movie includes bits of dialogue in Kurdish with Turkish subtitles. 


Kurdish is still banned in formal settings and in education in Turkey; a 
recent plea by Kurdish university students that the government allow the 
language to be taught on campus has landed on deaf ears. 


But things have loosened up since the days when Turkey's estimated 12 
million Kurds - nearly a fifth of the population - were banned from 
speaking Kurdish under a policy enforced from 1983 to 1991. 


In the film, Hejar ends up with a relative in Istanbul after her parents are 
killed in their village in clashes between government forces and Kurdish 
rebels. The relative is sheltering two fugitive rebels, and all three are 
killed when police raid the home. Hejar escapes by hiding in a cabinet. 


Horrified at the extra-judicial killings, the judge takes Hejar in while he 
tries to decide whether to hand her over to police or look for her other 
relatives. 


Many girls in villages in Turkey's impoverished and mainly Kurdish 
southeast speak only Kurdish, a language related to Farsi.

ISTANBUL, Turkey (AP) -- After holding out for 34 years, Turkey has signed 
two international agreements on cultural and political rights that include 
the right for all people to speak in their language -- a right still limited 
for Turkey's Kurds. 

Turkey had held back on ratifying the International Covenant on Economic, 
Social and Cultural Rights and the International Covenant on Civil and 
Political Rights, apparently worried by the implications for the country's 
12 million Kurds. 

A ban on the Kurdish language was lifted in 1991, but it is still illegal to 
use Kurdish in political or official settings. Broadcasts or publications in 
Kurdish are also banned. 

Turkey's ambassador to the United Nations, Volkan Vural, signed the two 
covenants on Tuesday, a foreign ministry spokesman said Thursday. The 
covenants were first adopted in 1966 and have been signed by more than 130 
countries. 

Signatories to the covenants also vow to uphold the right to 
self-determination of all people, freedom of expression, and the freedom 
from discrimination on ethnic or religious grounds. 

Since being named a candidate to join the European Union, Turkey has pledged 
to improve its heavily-criticized human rights record. But allowing the 
Kurdish language to be spoken freely remains a highly-contested issue in 
Turkey, and in the past, scores of activists have been jailed for using 
Kurdish. 

Meanwhile, authorities have launched an investigation into a speech given by 
an Islamic Virtue Party lawmaker at a U.N. subcommittee on Human Rights in 
Geneva. 

Investigators want to determine whether Oya Akgonenc violated broad laws 
against inciting racial hatred when she reportedly told the subcommittee 
that minorities, such as the Kurds, have no rights in Turkey, daily Milliyet 
said Thursday.

Michael Rubin, a member of the MEIB editorial board and a visiting fellow at The 
Washington Institute for Near East Policy, interviewed Abdulaziz Ta'ib Ahmad, 
minister of education for the Kurdistan Regional Government in Irbil, northern Iraq. 
The interview was conducted online between Washington and Irbil. 


Abdulaziz Ta'ib Ahmed was born in 1954, in Dahuk, Iraq. He attended the Teacher 
Training Institute in Dahuk, graduating in 1976. For ten years, during the 
prolonged conflict against the Baathist government of Saddam Husayn, Abdulaziz 
served as a peshmurga (Kurdish militia member) and as a member of the Kurdistan 
Democratic Party (KDP) of Iraq. Following the 1991 Kurdish uprising and 
establishment of the safe-haven, Abdulaziz assumed the governorship of the Dahuk 
governorate, one of the three governorates which today make-up the Kurdish- 


controlled region in northern Iraq. Since December 20, 1999, Abdulaziz has served 
as the Kurdistan Regional Government's Minister of Education. 


In most of Iraq, Saddam Hussein's regime maintains 
authoritarian control over much of society, including the 
educational system. Education remains one of the most important 


tools for the transition to democracy, especially in the areas of Kurdish administration in northern 
Iraq. What is the extent of the education system that you manage? 


The school system in Iraqi Kurdistan is quite large. In the Dahuk and Irbil governorates alone, we have 
486,974 students in all stages, and 22,225 teachers. There are a number of different levels of schools. I 


figured that your audience might appreciate the hard data, so here are some charts that show the schools 
we operate just in the Irbil and Dahuk governorates. 


In addition, in the area controlled by the Irbil-based Kurdistan Regional Government (as opposed to the 
Kurdistan Regional Government headquartered in Sulaymaniyah governorate), there are two universities 


and several technical institutes. These are regulated though a Higher Education Council in the Council 
of Ministers, of which I'm only one member. 


What have been the greatest challenges facing the education system in Iraqi Kurdistan since the 
uprising in 1991? 


The Iraqi central government's policy of Arabization and depopulation of Kurdish districts between 
1975 and 1991 resulted in the destruction of more than 4,000 villages. Immediately after the 1991 
uprising, the new Kurdistan Regional Government made reconstruction and repopulation of villages 
destroyed by Saddam's government a priority. This created quite a challenge for the educational system, 
since we had to deal with a lack of equipment for existing schools, as well as massive school 
construction. In the primary schools, we initially had to have two or three shifts of students in each 
school since we simply did not have enough classrooms. Sometimes there were as many as 60 pupils in

а class! Additionally, the standard of living for teachers was very poor, since the cost of pedagogical 
materials was high, and incentives and salary were so little. 


Эр ne a a crisis with textbooks. The printing presses in the region could only provide 20 percent of 
2 schools requirements. Widespread poverty resulted in the pawning of textbooks at the same time 
that we were faced with the daunting challenge of revising the curriculum. 


We have also faced a challenge because of the lack of training courses for teachers, especially in the 
sciences, sociology, and languages. This restricted our ability to increase the general quality of our 
teachers. Many of the secondary schools' teachers were generalists rather than specialists, hampering 
instruction in some fields. Also, in the beginning, there were shortages of such basic items as desks and 
blackboards. Some students even had to bring their own boards. 


Has the curriculum in Iraqi Kurdistan changed significantly over the last decade? 


Yes. There have been some major changes in our curriculum since the uprising, when our schools are 
compared with those in the rest of Iraq. 


While we maintain a common curriculum in Iraqi Kurdistan, we are a diverse region, and so our pupils 
can choose from among schools where the primary language of instruction is different. We now educate 
in four different languages: Kurdish, Turkmen, Syriac, and Arabic, while in the rest of Iraq, the only 
language of instruction is Arabic. 


Differences in the curriculums laid down from Baghdad and Irbil have developed with time. There are 
no joint committees between the Kurdistan Regional Government and the Iraqi central government in 
Baghdad. Each has continued to alter its programs, so a discrepancy between curriculums has widened. 
This is why most of the books printed by Saddam's government and subsidized by UNICEF and 


UNESCO are worthless for our needs. 


Specifically, though, what are some of the widest gulfs that have developed between your curriculum 
and that of the Iraqi government?

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What do the schools in the Kurdistan Region still need most?

have planned for computer procurement with the eventual goal that each secondary school should 
ave a computer unit, but we are still far from this goal. 


Libraries are of critical importance. We can use more books for all our school libraries, but children's 


books are in especially short supply. Many of our school libraries do not have suitable places for 
children to sit and read. 


Many of our teaching aides are very old, uninteresting and, frankly, useless. 
There are few art and sport materials. Most schools do not have a studio or even an open playground. 


Television and movie projectors are still used primitively, since there are few children's programs. It is 
important for our children to learn about other cultures and countries, both to broaden their horizons, 
and also reinforce lessons about human rights, children's rights, equality between men and women, and 
democracy. We hope to establish linkages between our schools and schools in other countries, especially 


those in Europe, the United States, and Japan. Unfortunately, the United Nations agencies do not help 
with this aim. 


You mentioned that instruction is now carried out, at least in part, in Kurdish. Half of Iraq's 
Kurds still live in areas under Baghdad's control, like the cities of Kirkuk, Кһападіп, and Mosul. 
Is there any Kurdish language instruction there? 


For a brief period following the 1970 autonomy accords, there were many Kurdish schools in Iraq. 
However, once Baghdad abrogated the autonomy accords and following the 1975 Algiers Accords, the 
Iraqi government systematically sought to weaken the Kurdish language and prevent the operation of 
Kurdish language schools. The language was effectively forgotten in educational system of Iraq. 
Kurdish books, which are printed in Baghdad, are not distributed in the areas that are under the authority 
of Iraqi Government because no Kurdish schools remain there. 


The Kurdish language is one of many dialects, some are not mutually intelligible by speakers, even 
within Iraqi Kurdistan. How does your ministry address this problem in the educational system? 


There are two main dialects used in the Kurdistan region of Iraq: Bahdinani is a northern Kurdish dialect 


(along with Botani, Hakari, and Bayazidi), while Sorani is a southern Kurdish dialect (along with 


Garmiani, Sulaymani, and Mukriani). Sorani predominates in Sulaymaniyah (which is under Patriotic 


Union of Kurdistan administration) and Irbil, which is under ours. In Dahuk, Bahdinani is the major 
dialect. 


All our study programs are in Sorani, with the exception of the first through fourth primary school levels 
in Dahuk. This is because we feel it is the child's right to use their mother tongue in their study and for 
expressing their ideas. Those who study in both dialects, Sorani and Bahdinani, tend to mix the terms, 
and merge the syntax to form a single literal language. The aim of the Kurdish people is to reach this 
goal, but this will have to be implemented and developed more fully in a Kurdistani scientific and 
academic conference. 


How do parents decide to which language school they should send their children?

This encouragement of diversity happens only in the 
Kurdistan Region, not in the rest of Iraq. 


I'd imagine that one of the greatest challenges for education in post-Saddam Iraq will be teaching 
people how to think freely after years where independent thought has been discouraged and 
suppressed. How has your ministry dealt with the problem? 


Our Ministry of Education takes seriously that no one should be oppressed, and that freedom isa 
common human goal. We believe that everyone has the right to express their ideas and criticize freely. A 
democratic system will begin in the schools. We have given teachers and students training inthe | 
workings of democracy, and we have banned the beating of students by their teachers, something which 
is still permitted by Baghdad. 


We also take very seriously the implementation of compulsory education and the eradication of 
illiteracy, as insurance for the future of democracy in Iraq. We insist that boys and girls be treated 
equally in our schools. In addition to summer school training courses, we have also sought to increase 
the general health and well-roundedness of our students, so we have implemented physical education, 
scouting camps for both boys and girls, and arts and sports festivals.

Survivors of Chemical 
Weapons in Halabja 


On the morning of the 16th 
March 1988 Iraqi aeroplanes 
attacked the town of Halabja, 
first with conventional 
weapons followed by 
chemical weapons for 
several hours. It is estimated 
that about 5000 civilians 
were killed instantly, about 
15,000 severely injured and a 
larger number of people were 
exposed to variable 
degrees. This was the first 
time since the First World 
War when a civilian 
population was a primary 
target of the offence. It was 
genocide to be added to the 
holocaust and Hiroshima. 


The chemical weapons used 
were gases like Mustard, 
Tabun, Sarine, and V-X. 


The immediate effects of 
exposure to this cocktail of 
chemicals are intense eye 
irritation and watering, skin 
burns and blisters, burning

Kurd's Mythology 


The Kurds have two legends explaining their origin. 


One would have them descended from young men and women who 
escaped a murderous giant mythological tyrant called Zohak. 
Snakes growing out of his shoulders required a daily meal of young 
men's brains. Ingenious ministers determined to save the race 
substituted calves' brains, and the few surviving boys and girls were 
smuggled to the mountains, where they begot the Kurds. 


The other myth involves King Solomon who ruled over the 
supernatural world inhabited by jinns. He ordered them to fly off to 
Europe and bring back five hundred fair women for the royal harem. 
However, upon their return, the jinns found their master had died 
and they kept the women for themselves. Their offspring were the 
Kurds. 


News in Brief

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And ulceration of mouth, throat 
and gullet, fever, weakness, 
paralysis, and death from 
suffocation. 


A team of doctors from the 
University of Sulaimani Medical 
School, headed by Dr. Fouad 
Baban has, for the last few 
years, been trying to study the 
long-term effect of chemical 


weapons on the survivors of the 
attack. 


An extensive scientific field 
study was carried out which 
involved taking detailed 
histories and performing 
clinical examinations on a large 
number of people. The patients 
studied had been exposed to 
various degrees to the 
chemicals. The findings were 
compared to other towns and 
villages who had not been 
exposed. 


They found that there was a 
higher incidence of chronic skin 
and eye diseases, neurological 
disorders, spontaneous 
abortions, congenital 
abnormalities in new-born 
babies, infertility and cancer in 
patients exposed to chemical 
poisons as compared to the 
normal population 


Halabja 


Halabja is a Kurdish town 
situated near the Iranian 
border in north east of Iraq. In 
1998 it had a population of 
about 40,000; in addition there 
were another 70,000 more 
people 


living in the neighbouring 
villages. Because of its 
proximity to Iran it was a 
thriving town with substantial 
cross border trade. Historically, 
the area is very well known for 
agriculture, as it was a centre 
for growing grains for more 
than 10,000 years.

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Historical Background 


Modern Iraq emerged from the Ottoman provinces of Mesopotamia in the aftermath of first 
world war. The British and French drew up the borders of the new:state by annexing the 
southern part of the Kurdish land, by direct use of force, and thereby denying the Kurdish 
people any right to an independent state. Ever since, the Kurds in Iraq have suffered political 
dominance by a succession of, mainly undemocratic Arab nationalistic, regimes that ruled from 
the capital Baghdad. Not only the right of Kurds to selfdetermination was denied, but basic 
human rights were systematically violated. Over the decades, ruthless military campaigns 
were the only way that these regimes confronted the legitimate demands of the Kurds. The 
region suffered long term neglect in all aspects of life, especially in education and health. 


Since Saddam Hussein came to power, the fate of Kurds in Iraq took a dramatic turn to the 
worse. A war of genocide was unleashed on the peaceful people of Kurdistan. No weapon of 
mass destruction, that Saddam could acquire, was spared in his unholy war against the 
Kurds. In violation of the Geneva convention of 1925, chemical weapons were used to kill 
thousands of Kurds in Halabja, Bahdinan and many other parts of Kurdistan. 


However, the invasion of Kuwait and the subsequent Gulf war had the most dramatic and 
tragic effect on the Kurds in Iraq. Following the end of the war, an uprising for democracy 
swept through Kurdistan and the southern part of Iraq. The uprising was ruthlessly 
suppressed by the defeated Republican Guards of Saddam which used planes to attack the 
civilians in violation of the UN ceasefire resolutions. Millions of Kurds fled their homes in terror, 
and took to the mountains bordering Iran and Turkey pursued by the helicopter gunships of 
Saddam in violation of the UN ceasefire resolutions. Thousands of people, including children 
and women, were killed, maimed, or died from hunger and exposure. The indignation of the 
international community over these massacres led to the establishment of the Safe Haven in 
Kurdistan, in May 1991, and subsequently Saddam's army withdrew from most, but not all, of 
the Kurdish region. A Kurdish administration was restored and a free, internationally observed, 
democratic elections for a Kurdish parliament was held in May 1992. Currently, the people 
of Kurdistan are free from repression but suffer from a severe economic blockade 
imposed by the Iraqi government on top of the UN sanctions imposed on Iraq. 
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The history of Salahaddin University. 


Salahaddin University in Erbil, Kurdistan-lraq, was first established in 1968 as Sulaimanyiah 
Orestes hee crs: ersity in the city of Sulaimaniyah. It was the fifth universi tablished in Iraq and 
the only one in Kurdistan. Initially it had three. faculties: Science, Engineering and Agriculture. 
In the following years, faculties of Arts, Administration and Economics, Education, Medicine 


and Law were opened. In 1970, a peace deal between the Kurds and the Iraqi government 
аз signed in which, for the first time, autonomy for Kurdistan was promised. Initially, the 
niversity was reasonably funded. Many Kurdish academics were recruited. The relatively 
ree of governmental interference and harassment, compared to other Iraqi universities, helped 
in attracting many highly qualified Iraqi academics.

University. The result was chaos. Only the strong resolve of its staff and students and the 
help and support of the local population kept it alive but in critical condition. The atmosphere 
of terror continued and intensified. University funds were at the mercy of the Security agents.

confronted wit utmost brutality and some protesting students were shot and killed inside 


the university campus. 


In the aftermath of the Gulf war (of 1991), the suppression of the uprising by far had the most 
catastrophic effects on the work of the university. All the university students and staff fled to 
the mountains bordering Iran and Turkey to face hunger and death. Even universit 


buildings, laboratories, equipments and books could not escape the devastation and were 
reated as spoils of war.

Following the establishment of the "Safe Haven" region in Kurdistan, in May 1991, students 
and staffs started to come back, and tried to resume their courses. The universit was just 
outside the Haven region. the instability, the lack of minimum funds, as well as the level 
of destruction in the university facilities and the surrounding area made it ever more difficult to 
restart. The withdrawal of Sadam's army, in July 1991, from most of Kurdistan including Erbil, 
however, provided a new and promising opportunity. The air of hope, the disappearance of 
agents of terror, and the confidence in the support of the international community gave a new 
and more optimistic meaning to the process of rebuilding the life in Kurdistan. The university 
staff and students started in earnest an active campaign to overcome the serious problems.

The situation is deteriorating a 


nd is rapidly approaching a desperate state. Beside the serious 
problems faced by the university as it is, the university is required to expand. The university 
authority, the recently elected Kurdish administration and the people of Kurdistan, however, 
ate determined to defend this institution that was at the heart of their struggle. The help of the 
international community to achieve this enormous task is vital. The international academic 


community and educational organisations and individuals, to whom we appeal on behalf of 
the pe i a „апа experienced to give the appropriate help. 


Financial help, essential may be, is not the only form of needed help. The university and its 
colleges realise the importance of breaking away from the killing isolation imposed on it for so 
long. It recognises the need to restructuring its work to the needs of the region and for that it 
hopes to benefit from the experience of others. The university is working with the new 
education administration in Kurdistan to make appropriate plans for the required expansion. 
The University is seeking help in the following directions: 


1. Financial. This is to enable it to embark on building projects, buying new equipments, 
and to pay its staff. A member of staff costs the university, on average, less than the 
equivalent of £25 a month in salary and other expenses. A mere £10 pounds can pay for the 
monthly cost of living for a student. These estimates are based on current very low exchange 
rate for the Iraqi Dinar. governmental departments, international education bodies, aid 
organisations, trust funds and even individuals can make valuable contributions. 


2. Teaching and technical staff. Currently, there are vacancies in the teaching staff 
due to the withdrawal of at least 250 out of 650 members. Some departments have been 
severely effected by this, e.g. the department of Administration in the collage of Aministration 
and Economy, almost all the teaching staff have left Kurdistan. A list of the vacancies and the 
urgently required teaching staff and their specialties is available. 


3. Equipments. Due to lack of supply and maintainance of all equipments, there is a great 


shortage in different collages for various apparatus, including laboratory, teaching aids and 
various other instruments. 


4. Books and periodicals. Due to the double sanction on Kurdistan, weak economy 


and the lack communication, the University has been cut off from the outside world and the 
up to date science. Books and periodicals of all the fields of science are urgently required. 


5, Links with Universities and other HE institutes. This is the main area of long 


as well as short term needs. Among the aims of such links are: 
a. Staff exchange schemes. 
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b. Student exchange schemes, whereby a number of students can spend a term or 
тоге їп the other institution as part of their degree programme. 

C. Joint research projects. There are lots of potentials for research in Kurdistan. 

d. Exchanging publications. 

e. Granting few, mainly postgraduate, seats each year. It is expected that in the next 
few years fees are waived. AS to maintenance grants, it is hoped that organisations 

such as the British council and other trust funds will be willing to help. 


6. Other general urgently needed helps. There is an urgent need for equipments, 
stationary and materials for the university press. Visiting academics, for short or long periods, 
in almost all subjects are needed and most welcome. Technical expertise is also needed. 
Basic teaching equipments, computers, software, communication Systems that can be spared 
can be of tremendous help. Above all contacts and moral support is vital. 


The Future 


The current total capacity of the university of Salahaddin and the three institutes of higher 
education, which serve the population of more than four million in Iraqi Kurdistan, is 
approximatley 10,000. This is a grossly improper proportionality and, idealy, this should be 
atleast 20,000. Therefore, there is a definit need to increase the capacity of SU and the other 
institutes in Kurdistan. Also, the currently available specialties in the university do not cover 
all the areas and specialisations needed by the Society, and therefore, there is an absolute 
neccessity for the establishment of new collages and new departments in such fields, For 
instance, amonge the specialties which are not currently available in Kurdistan are the 
dentistry, pharmacy, veterinary medicine, agriculture, fine arts, computer sciences, mining, 
architecture, petroleum, chemical engineering, archeology, relegious studies, political sciences, 
philosophy, libraries, different foreign languages, translation, medial informations, tourism and 
others. These are in addition to a large number of technical institutions such as agricultural, 
applied arts, petroleum, microwave and telecomunications, compurer and electronic 
institutions. 


Furthermore, as part of the back bone of the university's scientific and academic structure it is 
of paramount importance that research capabilities and post graduate studies to be re- 
established in various fields. The university has the potential of conducting comprehensive 
scientific research in many fields, particularly in humanitarian studies. Also, it has the 
potential and the experience of organising post-graduate courses such as Diplomas and 
Masters in various fields. 


For these long term objeclives, plans have been drawn and students will be dispatched for 
obtaining high degrees and experience in the relevent fields. Therefore, contacts and 
relations with universities and other scientific and academic institutions are being sought for 
the exchange of ideas, expertise and obtaining study grants and scholerships in various 
fileds. *

The University of Salahaddin, which is located in the town of Arbil 


of Northern Iraq, i, é, Iraqi Kurdistan, has not properly and progressiely 
developed with time for the last 12 years, due-to the Iraq-Iran war (1980- 


1989). when that war came to an end, the other Gulf war of Iraq-Kuwait 
Started causing further damages to the University. In fact this applies, 
although to a different extent, to the other Iraqi universities, but, 
while these received good attention of the Iraqi authorities later on, 
the University of Salahaddin was totally neglected from November, 1991 
and even its regular yearly budget was cut from the beginning of 1992. 
Furthermore, the boycott by the Iraqi government on the Kurdistan region 
of Iraq has resulted in further problems to the University. It was cut- 
off, not from Baghdad only, but from the whole world. This is why the 
University has no choice, if to be saved, but to look for foreign support. 
In fact such support is given, in other aspects, to the Kurds from diff- 
erent governments and international organizations after the Kurdish 


uprising in spring 1991 and the revenge by the Iraqi army to the uprising 
later on. 


Having this in mind, the University thought of ‘enhancing its 
bilateral cultural relations and cooperation with other universities. 
This is the reason for sending you this formal letter, which I hope 
will receive your appreciated consideration. 


These bilateral relations and cooperation may include: 


1- The exchange of: Scientific and technological experience. 
Scientific and other publications. 
Student groups for training. 
Teaching staff and scholars. 
2- Joint research work. 
3- Mutual attendance of conferences and other scientific activities. 
4- Granting study seats for post-graduate studies. 


In fact the above points are given as rough guides only, to the areas 

in which the cooperation may take place for the benefit of both sides. 
For example, scholars and/or teaching staff from Your University ~ 

may spend periods from a few months up to one year in the University 
of Salahaddin, according to the last part of point 1, to do their research

Dear Sir/Madam, 


The University of Salahaddin in Arbil and The Technical Institutes 
in Arbil, Sulaymaniyah and Duhok, which are the only institutions of 
higher learning in Iraqi Kurdistan at the present time, have suffered, 
instead of progressively developing, during the 8 years of war between 
Iraq and Iran, and have suffered more during, and as a consequence Of, 
the second Gulf war between Iraq and Kuwait. Although all other Iraqi 
institutions of higher learning have suffered, in varying degrees, from 
both wars, these have received a great deal of attention from the Iraqi 
authorities to help to their reconstruction and development, the above- 
mentioned four institutions of higher learning in Iraqi Kurdistan, how- 
ever, were totally neglected by the Iraqi authorities, and even their 
yearly regular budgets were cut from the beginning of 1992. 


These four institutions have an enrolment capacity of 1950 students 
for the University and 1370 students for the three institutes, leading 
to a total absorbing capacity of 7800 students for the University and 
2740 for the three institutes which are of 2 academic year courses. 

This makes а grand total capacity of - 10500 students in all the instit- 
utions of higher learning in an area, the total population of which is 
more than.5 million. These figures clearly show a very improper 
proportionality. 


In, our estimates the total absorbing capacity of the institutions 
of higher learning in the region must be lifted to 20,000 seats in 
order to be more suitably proportional to the population. 


In order to put higher learning in the region in a more normal 
state, the following aspects must be seiously considered: 


First: 
1- Completing existing buildings (including maintenance work ) and 
starting to build new required ones. 
2- Completing the shortage in laboratory equipments, machinary and 
service tools for the University. 
3- Founding a modern computer center with terminals and connection 
with the International Information Networks. 
4- Completing the shortages in the Central Library, the Sectarial 
libraries and the University Bookshop. 
5- Developing the existing University Press 
Appedix 1 is the dollar estimate of the costs of the above and more 
details are available, and could be provided by the University.

- THE SHORTCOMINGS 
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he institutions of higher learning arc concerned with the study after the secondary stage, including higher 
Davies (Master’s and PH.D.),in addition to a уагісіу of other concerns such as scicntific rcscarch, the 
service of socicty, adult continuing education, technology transfer, scientific conferences and other social 
and cultural activitics: 
The institutions of higher Icarning existing al present in the governorates of Arbil, Sulaimaniyah and Duhok 
arc the University of Salahaddin in Arbil and the Technical Institute in Arbil, the Technical Institute in 
Sulaimaniyah and Technical Institute in Duhok. These four institutions uscd (о represent a part of the 
institutions of higher earning in Iraq (ten universilics and thirty-three Institutes run by thc Ministry of 
Higher Education and Scientific Rescarch, in addition (о a number of other state and private colleges and 
universilics) before the recent developments in the autonomous region of Kurdistan. Thercfore, in the past 
the issucs of "absorbing capacity" and " availability of colleges and scientific departments for thc various 
specializations" did not represent a problem for the thrce роусгпога(с5 where thc distribution of students 
upon acceptance in the Iraqi universitics and institutcs was centrally performed. The student was able to 
obtain a scat in the other universitics and institutes in thc country when that scat was not available in (hose 
four institutions duc to cither absorbing capacity or availability of the required specialization. The neglect of 
the Ministry of Higher Education and Scientific Research in Baghdad for (һсзс institutions and its 
cutting-off of all material support-including the regular budget-for them from the beginning of the present 
ycar(1992) has burdened these four institutions with grcat rcsponsibilitics toward the youth who arc about to 
complete their secondary education and want, once they arc so qualificd, to pursue thcir desircd ficld of 
study according to their qualification in the University or the Institute. 


In order to face these grave responsibilities, these four institutions must reconsider the following three 
inter-connected points: 


l- The absorbing capacity of the University and the Institutcs. 
2- The provision and the completion of the specializations needed by socicty. 


3- The provision and the completion of the requirements of the other activitics such as scientific research, 
service of socicty and adult continuing cducation, сїс. 


1-Absorbing capacity: 

The principal factor that scts the absorbing capacity that must be available in the institutions of higher 
lcarning in the region is the r:mber of secondary school graduates every ycar who want to pursuc thcir 
University (or institutc) education. The statistics of the Education Offices in the three governorates point to 
the fact that this number is around six (0 seven thousand students annually, and conscquently, thc absorbing 
capacity of the institutions of higher Icarning ought to be around twenty-four thousand scats, on the basis 
that the years of study in the colleges of the University arc four academic ycars (excepting Medical College 
where they are six years and colleges of Pharmacy and Dentistry where they arc five years) an three 
academic years (two calendar years) in thc institutes and when considering absorbing capacity as divided 
evenly between the university and the institutcs (which is an acceptable percentage at the present timc) we 
reach the conclusion that the absorbing capacity of the University must be around 12 thousand scats and 
that of the Institutcs must be also around 12 thousand scats. Table, no.1 (appendix-1) explains the absorbing 
capacity of the four institutions at the present time and points clearly to the necessity of raising this 
absorbing capacity,and in a gradual fashion, during the four coming ycars, 1992-1995, in order to reach the 
required Ісусі. The ways and mcans of raising thc absorbing capacity of the institutions of higher Icarning 
arc many,but those most suited to the present timc arc the following: 


1.1- The addition of new buildings (lecturc halls and laboratorics) to the existing departments and 
colleges in order to raisc their absorbing capacity. 


1.2- The opcning of new colleges in the ficlds of specialization not available at present like the 
Colleges of Dentistry, Pharmacy, Veterinary Mcdicinc, Agriculture and Pcligious Studics, thus 
making the college-based structure of the University complete and comprehensive also, the 
opening of other Institutes not available at the present timc, like a Technical Agricultural 
Institute, an Applied Arts Institute, a Communications Institute and a finc Arts Institute. 
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1.3- The extensions of the colleges cxisting aL present in thc University of Sal 
form of new colleges in the other governorates, that may be linked administratively to 


Salahaddin University (at this stagc), and may also become nuclci for the formation of new 
universitics in the governorates of Sulaimaniyah and Duhok.

requirements like buildings, spaces, | 


aboratory cquipments, machinery and scrvicc tools in addition to a 
great shortage of qualified teaching staff, technicians and (the regular budget) before the Kuwait war. What 
happened after that war and after the popular uprising that followed it in all of Iraq, and especially, in 
Kurdistan, was (hc total neglect by the Ministry of Higher Education and Scicntific Rescarch, from the 
beginning of 1992, for these four institutions, which made the short 
morc complcx.Conscquently, the immediate and the short-term plan must deal, first of all, with the issuc of 
these shortages by guarantccing these necessary requirements (hat enable these four institutions to return to 
their normal condition and accept numbers of students in accordance (0 their regular plan and on the basis 
of those previous absorbing capacity, as well as guarantecing other necessary requirements for rising thcir 
absorbing capacity so that they can take the additional 1750 students form the graduates of the secondary 
schools of the three governorates in the next academic year, 1992-1993. And this aspect of the issue must be 


dealt with in the immediate plan, the details of which become inter-connected with the short-term plan,i.c. 
up to the year 1995:

The University of Sulaimaniyah was found in 1968, When in sulaimaniyah, it had attaincd a measure of 
ablish contact with many universitics 
throughout the world. With the transference of the University (о Arbil an unjustifiable and unreasonable 


appliances. It was forced to use 


buildings not orignally designed for University usc but for primary, intcrmcdiatc, nursing and 


comprehensive school buildings. The only fortunate college was the College of Enginccring which took up 


Ё the buildings intended for the Technical Institute of Arbil. The period following the transference was not 
Ё propitious cither. The University was cntircly ignored and disregarded, its budget provisions being too 
Й meager and insufficicnt to compensate for its losscs, because of Iraq-Iran war, and the worse conditions in 
Ё the whole arca, particularly in Kurdistan, in the wake of that war. There were no accommodations, in fact, 


no minimal requirments for living, in the dirty, over crowded buildings, where unreasonable numbers of 


$ students were forced to live in very limited spaces. This situation incvitably affacted the students socially, 


E and psychologically and reduced their academic performance and progress. Worse was to follow when сусп 
8 these accommodations were formally annualed | 


а(сг, leaving the students without homes in unforescen, 
straincd circumstances. There is no denying that the Iraqi invasion of Kuwait and the cvents which followed 
in ils wake also negatively affacted the University which was alrcady staggering. In thc light of the preceding 
discussion, it is essential that duc attention be paid to the University and rcscucd as soon as possible from its
